ItEBDCllON OP UIJVESIJE. 


^hat President Cleveland says should 


be o'?ut with tbe increasing surplus: 
"In HJJ last nnnnal message to Congress 
attention TUS directed to tbe iaot that 
the reTenues of tbe Government exceed 
its actual needs and it waj suggested 
that legislating action should be taken 
to relieve the people of the necessary 
burdeu of taxation thus made apparent. 
In view of tbe pressing iinoortance of 
ike subject, I deem it my duty to Bgain 
urge Us consideration. The incoru« of 
tha Government, with ltd increased vol- 
umo and thorough economy in its collec- 
tion, is now more than ever iu excess of 
public necessities. 
The application of 


the surplus to th« payment of euch por- 
tions of the public debt as are now at 
our option, subjuct to extinguishment, 
if continued at the rata which bus lately 
prevailed would retire that class of in- 
debtedness withiu less than one year 
from this date. 
Thus a continuation of 


our present revenae would soon, result 
in the receipt of an animal income much 
greater than necesaury to meet Govern- 
ment expenses with no indebtedness on 
wkicb is could be applied. We should 
then be confronted with a Ta»t quantity 
of money, the circulating median) of 
the people, hoarded in the Treasury, 
when it should be in their bands; or we 
should be drawn into wasteful public 
extravagance with all the corrupt na- 
tional demoralization which follows in 
its train. But it is not the simple exist- 
ence of this surplus and its threatened 
attendant evils which furnish the strong- 
est argument against our present scale 
of Federal taxation. Its worst phase is 
the exaction of such a surplus through a 
perrersion of the relations between the 
people and their Government, a danger- 
ous departing from the rules which 
limit the right of Federal taxation. Good 
government, of which every American 
citiziu boasts, has for its objects the 
protection of every person within its 
borders, with the greatest liberty cou- 
Ciisteut with the good of tbe country", 
4nd bis pcifoct security in the enjoy- 
ment of his earnings with the least pos- 
sible diminution for public needs. When 
more of the people's sustenance is ex- 
acted through the form of taxation than 
13 necessary to meet the just obligations 
of the Government and the expense of 
its economical administration, such ac- 
tion becomes ruthless extortion and a 
•violation of the fundamental principles of 
free government. 
The indirect manner 


in which those nxactions are mado hasj» 
tendency to conceal their trae character 
»nd their extent. But we have arrived 
at a stage of superfluous revenue which 
has aroused the people to a realization 
of the fact that the amount raised pro- 
iessedly for the support of tbe Govern- 
ment is paid by them aa absolutely, if 
added to the price of the things which 
supply their daily wants, as if it was 
paid at fixed periods into the bands of 
the tux-gatherer. Those who toil for 
daily wages are beginning to understand 
that capital, though sometimes Taunting 
its importance and clamoring for the 
protection undfayorof the Government, 
is dull and sluggish till, touched by tbe 
magical baud of labor, it springs into 
activity, furnishing an occasion for Fed- 
oral taxutiou, and gaining the value 
which enables it to bear its harden, and 
the laboring man is thoughtfully inquir- 
ing whether, in tha circumstances, and 
considering the tribute he constantly 
pays into the public treasury aa he sup- 
plies his daily wants, he receives bis 
'•fair ehare of advantages. There is also 
st suspicion abroad that the surplus of 
our revenues indicate abnormal and ex- 
ceptional business profits, which, under 
the system which, produces such sur- 
plus, increase without corresponding 
benefit to the people at large. The vast 
accumulations of a few among our citi- 
zens, whose fortunes rival the wealth of 
the most favored in anti-Democratic na- 
tions, »>re not the natural growth' of a 
steady, plain and industrious Republic. 
Oar farmers, etc., and those engaged 
directly and indirectly in supplying tb* 
products of agriculture, see that day by 
day, and often as the daily waata of 
their household recur, they are forced 


to pay excessive and needless taxation, 
while their products struggle in foreign 
markets with the competition ot nations, 
which, by allowing a freer exchange of 
productions than we permit, enable their 
people to sell for prices which distress 
the American farm«r. As every patriotic 
citizen rejoices in tbe constantly in- 
creasing pride of our people in Ameri- 
cas citizenship, and iu the glory df our 
national achievements and progress n 
sentiment prevails that the 
leading 


strings, useful to a nation in its infancy, 
may well, to a great extent, be discarded 
in the present stage of American inge- 
nuity, donrage and fearless self-reliance, 
and for the privilege of indulging th;s 
sentiment with true American enthusi- 
asm our citizens lire quite willing to 
forego au idle surplus in the public 
Treasury. 
All the people know that 


the average rate of Federal taxation 
upon impoits is to-day, in time of peace, 
but little lees, while upon some articles 
of necessary consumption it is actually 
more, than was imposed by the grievous 
burden willingly borne at a time when 
the 
Government needed millions to 


maintain by war the salety and integ- 
rity of the United States. 
It has been 


the policy of the Government to collect 
the principal part of its revenues by a 
tax upon imports, and no change in 
this policy is desirable; but the present 
condition of affairs constrains our peo- 
ple to demand that, by a revision of our 
revenue laws, the receipts of the Gov- 
ernment Khali be reduced to the neces- 
sary expense of its economical adminis- 
tration, and this demand should be 
recognized and obeyed by the people's 
representatives in the legislative branch 
of the Government." 


Public Nurveya. 


The Eepoit of the Secretary of the 


Interior was made public Sunday night. 
On the subject of public lands tbe re- 
port says: "The Commissioner's repoit 
upcn public surveys, although interest- 
ing, is a painful exhibit. It appears 
from this document that tbe available 
agricultural laud in most of the public 
laud States and Territories has bren 
largely reported as surveyed, and the 
survey* paid for by the United States 
but 111 uiany instances the reported 
survey* ura so defective am] crroneious 
us to be without merit and nrisleatliut, 
and in other oases, to actual surveys 
were mad#, but pints were uiiinnfactumol 
upon tbe basi* of fictitious field noteR. 
The propoition of unsurveyed lands in 
Arizona is one-fifth and in California 
seven-sixteenth. 
In Arizona, Colorado, 


Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico and Wyom- 
ing the country is repotted to be l.xrgely 
occupied by cattle ranches. 
In the 


present condition of these surveys it is> 
very 
difficult 
for the Government to 


prosecute successfully trespassers upon 
public lands and depredators upon tim- 
ber, and almost impossible for settlers 
to identify the land they wish to enter. 
Examinations of the surveys in Wash- 
ington, Oregon, California, Wyoming, 
Arizona, Colorado, Utah and Nebraska 
show them to be, in numerous instances, 
unreliable, defective or fictitious. 


"The" obvious deductions from the 


statements of this report, which, so far 
as I can judge, are based upon a patient 
and faithful study of the report of the 
subordinate agencies of the bureau, are: 
Thai, owing to the extensive frauds com- 
mitted in the surveys under the deposit 
system, a resurvey of a considerable! 
portion of seven*] States and Teiritor- 
ies is becoming a matter of urgent ne- 
cessity, and that the enactment of a law 
making false and fruudnlent returns of 
public snrveyb a penal offense, and pro- 
viding also penalties for the wilful de- 
struction or removal of surveying mon- 
uments, is necessary." Tbe report fur- 
ther recommends the modification of the 
Desert Land laws no as to render them 
less liable to abuse or their repeal. The 
repeal of the Timber Culture Act is also 
recommended. 


Tha Secretary gays it is shown by the 


report of the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office tbut 375 unlawful ill- 
closures of stockmen, covering an area 
of nearly 6,410,000 acres, have been 
brought to his attention. It is believed 
that this does not represent nearly the 
area illegally inclosed. Proceedings to 
compel the removal of fences have been 
brought, involving 2,250,000 acres, and 
decrees have beeu obtained for their re- 
moral from more than 1,000,000, acres. 
The total areas' from which fences have 


been and being removed, as shown by 
the report of the Commissioner, are 
2,714,928 ncrrs. In its social, mora1 


and political aspect, not less than in its 
economic results, the existence and 
growth of sueh lawless combinations, 
jesting upon unlawful enclosures of the 
public domain and protected by the ac- 
quirement of titles through devious or 
more openly fraudulent methods to the 
controlling so»rces of water supply, 
constitute to-day 
a 
phenomenon of 


American life and a problem of political 
impoit that deriiai)'! tbe intelligent at- 
tention and action of Congress.
